•talking gleefully about the splendid 
opportunity that this rebellion of his 
will provide them for avoiding pay- 
ment of rent, taxes, gas bills, etc. 
The worklngmen very properly rea- 
son that the landlords, and the city 
of Belfast, itself, will be unable to 
ask the power of the law to enforce 
a decree when they defy the au- 
thority of Dublin that will then be 
making the law.

to pay income tax. If they have no 
incomes, how can the government col- 
lect the income tax?

No rent for the landlords 


•win mean a raise of from $1 to S2 
a week In wages to the Belfast worK- 
ingmen, and he will not be evicted, 
for the landlord, refusing to recognize 
the government at Dublin, will be 
unable to involve the help of the law. 
No wonder anti-home rule is popular 
among- the workers at Belfast. 
In a very few weeks nobody will 


hear any more about a separate gov- 
ernment for Ulster. 
If a home rule 


bill is passed, the members elected to 
represent Ulster at Dublin will take 
their scats in the local parliament, 
where there will be progressives and 
tories as in every other modara po- 
litical assembly. These will shade off

PORGET LOVE OF PEACE. 


All love of peace was forgotten in 
Italy, the 
"na.val battle 
of , Prevesa," 


•wh«ro a Turkish nutshell of a boat was 
run uhore or captured, aroused a etorm 
Cf enthusiasm, and 
the 
Duke of th« 
Abrunl was compared to Nelson and 
lluyt«r. When the small garrison ot 
Vripoll was killed or driven to the In- 
terior *J1 Italy went wild. 
JJat from nowhere In the 
Euopeaa 
the»t«r came the slightest sign of ap- 
proral—evsn the admirers of tha Italian 
nation frown»d. While the statesmen ot 
Italy maintained that a war was neces- 
sary to uphold the national honor of th« 
country, th« press of the world refused 
to connlder It as anything but a criminal 
breach of peace. And still these sama 
newspapers Would have been ready to ap- 
plaud the very same crime had It been 
committed by their own nation, for theft 
of territory la Immoral only when It l» 
your neighbor who is the thief. 
Bailmnd, which was filled with ju»t 
indignation and expressed her most heart- 
felt lymptthy at Constantinople, hai oom- 
mlttad tha name kind of thefts many 
time*. On need only think of how sh« 
took possession of Aden in 1838. 
The French people, who are also In- 
terested in spreading elvllt*»tlon. have 
only recently matched Morocco, 
and 
Austria cannot possibly have forgotten, 
how aha annexed Bosnia, and Herzegovina. 
In Constantinople 
th« 
people 
an 
specially infuriated at Germany. It II 
said that Germany Js to blame for tht 
whole trouble and that H«rr von Kidder- 
len Waechter's strange longing for th« 
.land -of the sleeping- disease aroused the 
greed of the other European states. 


TACTICS IN BAD TASTE. 


In Germany we were beglnnln* t» *e» 
that the heroic tactics of Asadlr w«r* not 
particularly well chosen and that w» nav« 
paid far too much for Congo 
and Its 
dusky attractions. And just as w» we 
beginning to realize this, along comti the 
Italian plrats, points to our poor little 
diplomatic! trlcko, lo*di hli big guns iud 
take* whatever h« want*. 


This action caused consternation and 
from the moment the war broke out there 
were many In Germany who Insisted upon 
an Immediate parting from Italy. What- 
ever may bo. the «nd of the Turco-Italian 
Year, it has -weakened the triple alliance 
and Germany must goon chocie between 
iriendshlp with Italy or a substitution at 
Turkey as the third party in the alllaoce.

'BELGIUM ANXIOUS. 


The Belgian press is glvins volc» to th* 
anxiety that ia being felt In that country 
as to the future of the Belgian-Congo 
in the light of recent events. It polnU 
out that In Germany's plan of creating- a 
German kingdom extending from the In- 
dian ocean to the Atlantic—a scheme 
which the French compensation Is bring- 
ing within realisable' proportions—th« 
great obstacle Is the Belgian Congo, which 
bars the way. Until the Agadlr Incident, 
Germany and Belgium only touched Afri- 
can frontiers on the east of the Congo, 
but the payment exacted by Germany 
from France for a free hand in Morocco 
has placed Germany on the north of th« 
Congo as well. 


The Belgian papers fear Germany will 
snatch the Belgian Congo, which she now 
almost surrounds. She has yreat facilities 
for doing so. Through th« short-slghted- 
nes of her ministers, Belgium lias allowed 
the German Bremen-Hamburg lines to 
^control the steamers running from Bel- 
gium to her own colony. 
The "Petit Blea'f points ot that, owing 


to the number of; German banks estab- 
lished now In Belgium, and the untiring 
way In which German trade is pushed, 
much Belgian capital has been captured 
by Germany and any 
German action 
taken against the Belgian Congo will ba 
done in great part,- with the funds which 
Belgium has'herself contributed.

naught has often found Ms "royal high- 
ness-ship" a hindrance, for he Is above 
p.11 things a soldier—an energetic man, 
who detests anything In the nature of 
an ornamental job. 


The duke's 
great 
opportunity 
came 


when he went to Soutb Africa last year 
to open the first parliament of the union, 
and ho took hold of it with both hands. 
From the first he made friends by his 
simple, unaffected manner, with which 
just the right amount of royal dignity 
is combined and this was the secret of 
his success—-not a complimentary suc- 
cess because of his blood, but a real 
.success that helpod Icnit the empire. 


"Ho was always so human," said a 


friend to me the other day—a friend -who 
was in Africa with him. "He used to 
;iook as If be really liked laying founda- 
tion stones. And even the deadly busi- 
ness of receiving addresses did not bore 
him. He must have had dozens present- 
Jed to him, yet he always looked inter- 
ested, and I moro than half believe he 
was, though It sound incredible.' "When 
he spoke it was not th3 formal utter- 
ance of a representative of the king, 
but reai live sentiment, spoken In a mu- 
sical voice, and containing not seldom 
some arresting phrase that stuck In his 
hearers' minds. 
OBJECTS TO "ROYAL HIGHNESS." 
The duke dislikes being addressed as 


"Your royal highness." 
Some^ time ago 


a fussy colonel used this form of ad- 
dress on parade and the duke finally 
said: 


"On military parade I am 'sir,' and 


nothing else." 
Perhaps it is not generally known that 


the Duke of Connaught has an extraord- 
inary Influence over King George, who 
consults him on almost every subject of 
any Importance. During the life of the 
late king the younger brother had prac- 
tically no influence at all, and was in 
the background altogether. 
King Ed- 


ward looked on him as "the good breth- 
.er." and, I am told, was bored by hav- 
ing the duke continually held up to him 
as an example. It is well known that 
tho duke chafed much agralnst not being 
allowed to go out to South Africa during 
tho Boer -war. 
But Queen Victoria was 


adamant, no doubt mado doubly "deter- 
mined on the point as she had already 
lost one son in the Ashanti war. 


The Duchess of Connaught, though not 


of such a simple nature as her husband, 
will get on well in Canada. She Is the 
daughter of a great German prince and 
Is always much on her dignity. 
She 


found things difficult here, but In Can- 
ada there will ba no question of prece- 
dence, so her greatest trouble here will 
1>e over. 
She Is, however, one of the 


shyest women In tho world, and her 
daughter, Princess Patricia, told how on 
one of their foreign tours she almost 
had to push her mother Into the room 
for the receptions.

amounts for the navy, within the last 
five "years so that at present it is ranked 
as third in efficiency : among the navies 
of the world. 
Meanwhile, the army has 


been greatly neglected, and' is being held 
up to. reproach. 
.. 
. 
The-navy has been "equipped with war- 
ships-- which have- not their equal, and 
the gunners of the navy have attained 
proficiency far beyond that of any. other 
world power. Criticism of the army has 
become more severe from year to year 
and the demand is being made-that the 
army 'either be. put upon a modern basis, 
or the military establishments be done 
away with. . 
Major General Leonard Wood 
admits 
that congress, has authorized land for^i- 
fJcations, and- that they have been con- 
structed within the past few years, but 
deplores the fact that they are 
not 


enough men to man.them, and that they 
are not equipped with .the proper acces- 
sories, without which the guns will be 
of no more value in defense than so 
many dummies. 
He also declares that we have not a

LEGISLATION NEEDED. 


.Legislation should be' enacted at once. 
General 'Wood declares, tn prevent the 
loss to the United States of the services 
of men It has trained for three years 
and upward, through resignation. 
The 
regular army loses every year by expir- 
ing enlistments approximately 
'. 36,000 men 
who have had excellent schooling. These 
men,, it "-Is"'pointed out by the chief of 
staff, leaving the service at a time whon 
they have gained their'greatest efficiency, 
and owing to the lack of the necessary 
laws are lost for all time to the .army. 
Several of the European nations have 


provided for reserve corps, to 
which 
organization all soldiers are attached af- 
ter their term of enlistment has expired. 
Fbr instance, in the German army after 
a soldier completes his required term of 
enlistment Is transferred to the First 
Reserve corps. 
After serving four years 


with that organization he Is transferred 
to the Second Reserve corps where he 
serves eight years. By this means Ger- 
man 
soldiers after . receiving . military 
training are permanently connected with 
the army and subject .to call at any mo- 
ment. 
. Brigadier General William Crozler will 
probably ...again appear- before the com- 
mittee of military affairs of the house 
and urge congress to increase the re- 
serve supply of small arms and ammu- 
nition. 
In the matter of small arms, 
congress has been generous to the army. 
When the supply for which the appro- 
priations have already been made is man- 
ufactured, the United States wlll'liave on 
hand 675,000 Springfield rifles of the lat- 
e s t model.

Thus the, reserve supply of ammunition 
was about 45,000,000 rounds added every 
ysar. General Crosier: estimates that by 
January 1, next, he will have approxi- 
mately 175,000,000 rounds in reserve. This 
amount 'does not seem so enormous .whea 
it is learned from the statement of Gen- 
eral Kuropatktn that during the Russo- 
Japanese war, the f.verage expendlturs 
of small arms ammunition in one day's 
battle was fully 300 rounds to the man 
engaged, therefore, an army of 
500,000 


infantry would use In one single day's 
•battle no less than $150,000,000 rounds, 
which is just about the present reserva 
supply. 
General Wood hopes to convince con- 


gress that the field artillery branch ot 
the service Is totally Inadequate for war. 
Germany has six field pieces; to every 
1000 infantry, France has five, .while th« 
United States has but one. Almost even- 
large army has at least four artillery 
pieces to each 1000 infantry. 


To bring our artillery branch up 
ta 
that proportion it would be necessary to 
add 120 guns. 
According to 
General 


Wood we have less than one-third the 
required number. He lays special stress 
on the fact that at the prtsent rate ot 
appropriation, it will be more than 60 
years before an adequate reserve sup- 
ply of field artillery is obtained. 
Ha 
points out that "once a state .of war 
exists with a first class . power ther« 
will be no opportunity to buy this ma- 
terial abroad or time to manufacture It 
at home, even if all available plants -were 
running- at the maximum capacity, with- 
out such, delay as w^uld be fatal to our 
hopes of success. Tills shortage 'of field 
artillery material 
is the most serious 
feature of the present military situation , 
and one that should be Immediately cor- 
rected." 
Congress has been a little more liberal 
with the Coast Artillery corps so far 
as concerns installment or 
armament, 
but there is still, however, a marked de- 
ficiency in ' the requisite supply of am- 
munition, searchlights and apparatus for 
fire control. 
Judging from the appro- 
priations for the past five years, it will 
require nearly ten years to complete th« 
installation of necessary searchlights foB 
fortifications.

An oppor- 
tunity tc make inquiries suggested by the 
loiter presented Itself in 190S, when Mr. 
Howe's friend, Louis A. Holman, of Bos- 
ton, went to England for several months 
of vrork involving antiquarian and other 
research.

NO TRACE OF FAMILY. 


In his studies Into the Harvard family 
history, Mr. Holman tried in vain to find 
any trace of, the family In this country. 
John Harvard, who was 
buried in a 


town cemetery-in 1638, left no descend-1 
ants. He was only 31 years old, had'be en 
graduated from Emmanuel college only 
three years before, and. had 
been in 
America o'nly one and onerhalf years. 
The few hundred pounds and the few 
hundred books, with which he endowed 
the Infant • college were a legacy that 
meant much 'at the 
time. 
His young 


widow, who was the daughter of a.Sus- 
sex clergyman, married a clergyman for 
her second husband as well as her. first, 
and later returned to England. 
; 


There has -been a long line of minis-' 
ters and missionaries among the. Eng- 
lish Harvards, and one member of the 
family, the Rev. William Martin 
Har- 
vard, after 25 years of service in Ceylon, 
came to Canada in fS36. 
He was in 
Toronto and Montreal until • 1847, -when hs 
returned to England. In the Boston pub- 
lic library there is a pamphlet! oh "No 
Honesty Separate From Verasity," which 
he published in 1845, while in Montreal, 
and this is the sole known contribution 
of the Harvard family to American liter- 
ature.

All of this establishes a unique and 
decidedly interesting link between tho 
•John Harvard who came from London to 
Boston In 163? and the Lionel Harvard 
who comes from London to "Boston in 
1911. 
So far as. is known there has been 
no one of the Harvard names In Boston 
In the meantime, and- certainly there has 
.been none at the great university -which 
now welcomes this young- man. 


\Vhat the Oriental Drinks 


If the people of Europe can. and do 


make a variety of wines from grapes 
which, except in a few minor details, 
all resemble one another, the

nese in like manner can manipulate 
rice.

For various reasons 'the grapevine 


is not extensively cultivated in China. 
The Mongolians do not believe In 
growing plants for drinking purposes 
alone, and this presumably is suffi- 
cient cause for not raising, grapes for 
wine making. On the other hand, rice 
is a staple article. 


The pride of the Individual vine- 
yardist or distiller in his products is 
also prevalent among the Celestials, 
while the prices that the more par- 
ticular makers receive are'far beyond 
what would be. paid in this country 
even for our -most' superior' article. 


As with us, th practice of bestow- 


ing some distinguishing, name , to our 
products, is common-In the Celestial 
Kingdom, and the result -the same; 
that is, numerous brands of the- same 
article. 


To attempt the task of telling: when

of making rice . liquor was 


Introduced In China would be ridicu- 
lous. Records said to antedate Chris- 
tianity by 2000 and even 3000'years, 
show that it was not only a i matter 
of commerce, but was also subject to 
tribute or taxation. 
Early travelers 


also tell of the rice liquor they found 
in every part of-the empire. 


The best quality of rice wine 
is 


known as mandarin, and it is so cost- 
ly that only the-most wealthy can'af- 
ford to use it, and then only on spe- 
cial occasions. The rice from which 
it is made is of a particular species; 
in fact, it is not edible, and herein is 
a 
contradiction 
to their oft made 


claim of not raising anything 
for 


drinking purposes alone. 


Mandarin, according to all the rules 


of enology, is a wine, as It is the result 
of fermentation only: 
But the 
mak- 


ing of it is more arduous arid exact- 
ing than that of grape wine. 
After 


the harvesting of the grain, which dif- 
fers ill many ways from: the ordinary 
rice, it is treated to a very careful se- 
lection similar in many respects -to 
that we bestow upon the choice "of 
grapes. 


It is then put Into water - slightly 


heated and allowed to remain there 
for nearly a month, perhaps. longer. 


It depends on the guallty of the grain. 
"VtTien it has reached, the .proper stage1 
it is put over1 a .slow ,flre and gently 
heated for a few days, at time- com- 
ing just to a boil. When, at the right 
degree of pulpiness it is placed 
in. 


large earthen jars and allowed tq fer- 
ment.

During'. this process of fermenta- 


tion, which 
may - consume 
several' 


.weeks, certain fruits alnd buds are 
put into the must, all of which is a 
carefully guarded secret. If there Is 
one thing the Chinese understand it is 
when and 'how to blend, different in- 
gredients to form a perfect" mixture. 
After this blending of the fruits and 
buds the fermentation is checked by 
racking the liquor into other vessels, 
where it Is allowed to ferment a sec- 
ond time. • When this is over It is put 
into small jars stoppered with -tight- 
ly drawn skin.

The liquor is now ready for sale. 


But not for use. • Like our own wine, 
it Improves with age and owing to 
.its great percentage of alcohol it will 
easily keep -100 years.

in consequence of'this quality and of 
ite cost, which Is "high, It is served in 
small glasses.

The Chinese" treat the lees as we 


do. They produce in this way a spirit 
closely allied to our grape brandy, 
except that it contains more alcohol. 
As water enters largely Into the mak- 
ing of this choo, show, sam-tchoo'or 
sau-choo as itris'Variously known, it is 
only at places where pure soft water 
can be procured that it Is manufact- 
ured for the' outside trade.

the peculiar.customs, of.the Chinese is 
the serving of all wines, and spirits 
hot.

guest be a foreigner, 


however, the ditfnk Is served to his 
liking.

Hundreds of different kinds of rice 


wine are made. 
It is only when it 


is sold by. a vender or 'a. saloon that 
a revenue is collected. Many of these 
wines are so powerfully and wonder- 
fully impregnated with some peculiar 
plant or plants that the ••opening of 
a 'bottle, even in the street, can he 
detected by a person several., yards 
aivay simply by the pleasant bouquet 
that is liberated.

many are only about one-tenth as large, 
proportionately, as they are in tho Uni- 
ted States. 
The cause for this seems 


to . lie in, the fact, that (he 
flre 
laws 


abroad are strictly enforced, and that In 
Germany 
especially 
responsibility 
in 


these matters is fixed not only upon own- 
ers of property, but upon builders and 
even tenants as -well. 


An . American gentleman

living In Berlin was awakened by smoke 
and found that a fire originating in a 
room • over 
him was eating its 
way 


through the colling of his dining room. 
The blaze was extinguished -with chem- 
ical apparatus without any water dam- 
ago -and without needless destruction of 
walls and-- furniture.

laundry stove in the attic and rolled upon 
an . unprotected wooden floor. 
' The tenant proved that the, stove was 
an appointment of'''the ;bullding provided 
by the landlord and that it was neither 
his duty nor his privilege to change it. 
The landlord proved that he had recent- 
ly purchased the building under the usual 
'guaranty that all laws and .ordinances 
bad been complied with in construction 
and appointment, that this stove had not 
been changed and that his attention had 
not been called to any condition involv- 
ing a fire risk. 


The builder from whom the owner pur- 


chased was then called, and had to ad- 
mit that he was responsible foe-the set- 
ting of the stove as the police'had found 


neglecting to provide a suitable metallt* 
hearth of the required kind and dimen-1 
sions between it and the floor. This re- 
sponsibility was brought home to him by 
the assessmenr against him of the dam- 
age to tile furniture and-property of tb«» 
tenants, together with the estimated cost 
to t^ie city of responding to he alarm 
and exinguishing he fire, rounded out bji 
a reminder that German laws .are In- 
tended to be observed. The builder was 
not required to pay for the damage to 
the building, it being held that white 
the owner had not committed tile vio- 
lation, of law which caused to fire, h& 
had been neglectful In not discovering 
and correcting It, and for 'that reason 
should pay his own repairs. He was In- 
lonned that only the fact that he bad- 
owned the building but a short time eaveoV 
him from a fine In. addition.

story. "The Garden of Allah," holding in

was a tragedy, and the Trapplst monk 
.who has broken his vows, goes back to

spends her life in the garden 
in the 


cfOsert. 


And we had Bella Donna, showing the 


tragedy of a man's love for a woma'n, 
altogether unworthy, and the final 'chapter 
showed the woman's 
dlspair 
in 
the 


shadows of the Arabian hills. 
But these characters were responsible 


for their tragedies, the Trapplst monk 
that he broke his vows and the woman 
that sho had a spoiled life. But in the 
new story, Dolores 
Ca'nnyngo was not 


responsible. Or, does Mr. Klchens mean 
1o make her responsible, in showing us a 
woman whom sorrow and jealousy have 
for a time mentally unbalanced, or 
smothered for a time moral sentiment. 
Tho fruitful vino is a. woman who has 
children. Lord and Ladj- Cannyng-e have 
been married ten years and 
have no 


children. It is a matter of the deepest 
sorrow to them both.

<:hildren, and the freshness of the young 
iives, all tho young enthusiasms of the 
home, is in sharp contrast to the home 
•that Dolores has made for them both in 
the great Barberinl Palace at Rome, and 
sensitive, proud Dolores is grief stricken 
over the situation,

fe-rows Jealous. 
She loves her 
husband 


clearly and she tries to bring society to 
Jiis home, to make up to him, though 
;even in a poor way, for the child life 
which might make Ills home complete. 
But Sir Theodore Cannyage cares nothing 
for tile social life of Rome and Dolores 
plunges into it alone, to flnd, if she can, 
rest from her sorrowful hours. Sir Theo- 
dore becomes more wrapped up in the 
children, whose father dies and leaves 
him their guardian, and Dolores becomes 
even more jealous, as the gulf widens 
between them.

Dolores. Lady Cannyage, very beautiful 
too, of a lark type, wonderfully spirituelle, 
but so sensitive that her jealousy drives 
her to great lengths. He is perfectly just 
and fair to Lord Cannyage, who is good, 
In his own fashion to Dolores, courteous 
always, a gentleman always, but whose 
home is lacking in interest because of 
its lack in children. In the Denzil home 
we have a fascinating picture of an. ex- 
ceedingly happy household. 


CHARMINGLY- DRAWN. 


Its lines are charmingly drawn, and 
Edna Denzil Js the Jiapplest of wives and 
mothers. 
She is a perfectly 
normal 


woman. 
By contrast we have- Dolores, 


very finely attuned, very psychical, with 
intuitions that almost amount to positive 
knowledge.

The great Ro- 
man monuments, all the great historic art 
of Rome is subordinated to the sweep .of 
-human life in the great city. 
Life is 


freighted with tremendous problems for 
these people, and they become even more 
Interesting when lived out in the great 
picturesque environment of the most his- 
toric city, in the world. 


Mr. Hichens makes a place his own.' 


He gave us the .desert, the great, • color- 
ful far-reaching land of wide horizons, 
as no other writer could do. The magic 
of the-late F. Marlon Crawford's novels 
lay in his power to give us a wonderful 
Roman background. And qulta as won- 
derful, and more picturesque, even, is 
this superb picture of Homan life that 
Hichens has given, us. It Is true, the 
people we meet in Crawford's books aro 
tetter behaved, than these members of the' 
Roman nobility whose doings are chron- 
icled by Mr. Hichens. 
But both sets 
easily exist. It is with, upper class Rome 
that Mr. Hichens 
has to -deal, and it 


makes us strangely familiar with Rome 
when tie gives us this picture of roller 
skating. We, too,, have roller skated. 


Duchess Miravantl had an .inspiration: 
The result of her inspiration was 'Boms 
on rollers. At first all the "smart" boys 
and girls of Rome began to tumble'down 
to the sound of music. Then they began 
to get up.-and their places on the marble 
floor of the palace were taken by the 
young married women and the young men, 
scions of the • great Roman houses, trav- 
eling- foreigners with good introductions.

A beautiful

Rome loves anything that gives a. spice

Boccara for instance, arrived In a close- 
fitting velvet gown, cut very low, with 
two patches, and a sort of Phrygian' cap, 
which looked as If it'had strayed from 
the woods of Theocritus into Maxim's sjid 
changed most of Its nature there. Her' 
pretty " sister-in-law, 
the , Duchess's

Problems of Mining Scheduled 


to Be Solved:October 


30 and 31. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21,—The act- 


ual reproduction of an explosion in a 
coal mine promises to be the really 
dramatic feature 
of 
the two-days' 


program of the National Mine Safety 
Demonstration, October 30 and 31, 
at Pittsburg-, Pa. 


Tho demonstration, which is un- 


der the auspices of the bureau of 
mines, the American Red Cross- and 
the Pittsburg Coal Operators' Asso- 
ciation has for its purpose .a friendly 
meeting of the mine owners, super- 
intfndents .and 'the miners from all 
over the country to witness and talk 
over the dangers of the mines and 
the remedies for certain of the dan- 
gers as advocated by the bureau of 
mines. 


Tho bureau has long been of the 


opinion that coal dust in a mine was 
more of a menace to the miners than 
gras p.nd has frequently demonstrated 
this in an experimental steel tube at 
Its 
station, 
Fortieth 
and " Butler 
streets, Pittsburg. 
" 
' . • 


GREAT PREOACTIOK'S. 


These 
experiments, showing how 
easily the coal dust becomes ignited 
ana causes an explosion, have been 
taken as conclusive, by the great ma- 
•jority of mine owners and superin- 
tendents, and now great precautions 
are being taken to keep down the 
coal dust in mines. The question has, 
however,* risen, not only in .this counr. 
try, but also in European coal pro- 
ducing countries, 
whether 
the re- 


sults obtained in the experimental 
tube are the same as would be found 
in a mine under working conditions: 
In order to settle this problem and 
to make still more conclusive the 
bureau's contention that coal,dust is 
the real danger of the mines, the bu- 
reau's engineers started the digging 
of a mine at Bruceton, Pa., twelve 
miles 
from 
'Plttsburg. 
The 
mine, 


which was planned to resemble many 
commercially 
operated 
mines 
in 


Pennsylvania and. other states, is now 
ready for the experiments. 
The bad 


practices found in mines where the 
lives of men are risked will all be 
contained in the experimental mine, 
and black powder, the most danger- 
ous explosive in dangerous mines, will 
be used. 


Most mine explosions are caused 
by what the miners term "blown-out" 
shots. 
That is, the explosive, instead 


of 
breaking the 
coal, 
blows 
out 


through the hole drilled in the coal 
to contain it, sending a stream of 
flame into the mine. This flame gen- 
erally ignites the gas or coal . dust. 
The 
engineers, will 
reproduce 
the 


"blown-ouf'shot^. They 
will 
.make 


certain that it will bo a. "blown-rout" 
shot and then will watch for results.-! 
These experiments will take, place1 


the 
afternoon . of October 30. 
The 


next morning .at. Porbes' fleld, the 
baseball park, there will be friendly 
contests between first-aid 
teams of 


miners from nearly 100 mines. Pres- 
ident Taft will witness this part of 
the program. 
Already .more than 


20,000 miners have declared-their-in- 
tention of witnessing the experiments.

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The Psmell Monument and the Mud Cabin. 


An American traveler, who made a tour of Ireland recently, 


found two things to especially commend. He was .gratified to note 
ihe disappearance of the mud cabin and the improved scale of com- 
fort prevailing throughout the island, but was particularly pleased 
that a splendid monument had been erected in Dublin to Charles 
Stewart Parnell. He recalled the sad conditions which he found'in 
ilreland fifteen years ago and contrasted them with the more hopeful 
kionditions prevailing today. The year .after his former visit—in 
Il898, to be exact—the project to erect a memorial to Parnell had its 
'inception. The monument just completed and unveiled lifts, its im- 
posing column in a freer and happier land than the.one Parnell .was 
'torn in and which he labored to relieve from oppression and penury, 
jit stands where it should, not among the mountains of Wicklow, 
'where Parnell was born, but in the ancient capital of Ireland. It is 
ithe work of an Irish genius, Augustus St. G-audins, and its.artistic 
merit is in keeping with the character and public services of the 
man whom it commemorates. 


But it is strange that the observant traveler before mentioned 


did net discern an intimate relation between the disappearance of 
Ithe mud cabin and the erection of the noble monument to the great 
'home rule leader. 
The mud cabin disappeared because men like 


i Para ell lived and struggled to redeem their country from poverty, 
•wretchedness and misgovernment. The monument in Dublin is 
ja grateful recognition of the efforts of Parnell and his associates to 
'lift the curse of alien and absentee landlordism from the land. Par- 
(nell spent his life in battling against the mud cabin and all it repre- 
•sented, and it is in harmony with the fitness of things that a mag- 
.nificent memorial to him should be raised simultaneously • with the 
^disappearance of the mud cabin and the social and political condi- 
tions of which the muri cabin was the symbol. 


What Ireland owes to the fight Parnell made against rack rent- 


'ing, land monopoly and absentee landlordism cannot be estimated. 
!.He organized and led a resistance to the evil influences which were 
depopulating the land and reducing the peasantry to hopeless pov- 
erty that made itself heard throughout the civilized world. 
He 


forced the British government and the land-owning aristocracy of 
Ireland in the court of public opinion. The landlords were com- 
•pelled to show the titles by which they claimed to possess the land. 
The oppressions practiced by them or their agents were brought 
•under review. Parnell brought all the world to view a nation in 
rags and misery and to 'Understand the reason why. He made Irish 
landlordism stink in the nostrils of civilized humanity. 


In Parliament he adopted the only course that promised to serve 


the end he sought. Parnell and the group he led refused to agree 
•to anything or act with any party unless some Irish grievance was 
redressed. He obstructed the proceedings of Parliament till the 
business of government was halted. When asked why legislation 
was thus obstructed, Parnell replied: "A plundered, misgoverned 
and oppressed people demand 'that their wrongs be righted; they 
insist that the redress of the wrongs from which the Irish people 
are suffering be immediately redressed." That answer in justifica- 
tion touched the sense of justice in all mankind. While the inherent 
right of Parliament to transact business was universally conceded, 
Parnell forced upon the attention of the world the shocking condi- 
tions prevailing in the land of the shamrock. He forced the English 
press to discuss Irish affairs and Irish grievances. The whole mis- 
erable story of misgovernment in Ireland was dragged forth for the 
inspection of mankind. It revolted the sense of justice of 'the Eng- 
lish people and compelled action. 


One reform followed another. Concessions were at first grudg- 


ingly made, but gradually all parties in England came to recognize 
that the evils under which Ireland groaned must be remedied. The 
land tenure act put an end to rack renting and the horrors of evic- 
tion. The land purchase act providing for .the gradual restoration 
of the land to the peasantry. Control of the county councils passed 
into the hands of the people, and other evils of minority and alien 
government were abolished. A general amelioration, of conditions 
followed. The mud cabin went the way of the rackrenting land- 
lord and the sordid, sorning bailiff. Ireland now needs only relief 
ifrom the burden of unjust taxation and a free hand to manage, her 
own affairs to again be a happy and prosperous land.

The dis- 
appearance of the one and the rise of the other are but evidences of

sive of what was and what is, of the departing misery and the corn-; 


ing glory. Strange the American traveler did not discern that Par- 
nell is honored with a monument because the mud cabin has passed 
in Ireland, likewise the mud cabin social condition. Parnell was 
sent to Kilmainham jail for resisting the tyranny and cruelty "of 
English laws. A hundred years before he would have been hanged 
or transported to the Antipodes, but when he-called the world to 
witness the wrongs of his country and the injustice for which he 
suffered he gained a great moral victory over brute force. : His 
monument is emblematic of the triumph he achieved. The depart- 
ing mud cabin is the emblem of the wrongs and evils he strove to 
redress and abate. 


The Justice Court Decision.

By a "strong arm" decision the Supreme Court has ruled "that 


the justice courts remain in existence till the Legislature creates a 
minor judiciary pursuant to the constitutional amendment adopted 
at the recent election to perform the functions at present performed 
by the justice courts. But for the exigency that compelled it the de- 
cision would well deserve'the appellation of "raw." It was made 
necessary by conditions over which the court had no control, but 
which public policy and the principles of justice, demanded should 
be harmonized and adjusted. The court was therefore required to 
give a strained construction to the amendment that a remedy for 
crude, careless and reckless legislation might be provided. Superior 
Judge Willis of Los Angeles had decided that where there are two 
interpretations of the law the one doing the least harm and confer- 
ring the greatest benefit should ,be adopted. He accordingly; de- 
cided that the justice courts continue in existence till the Legisla- 
ture acts on the new amendment, but he did not disguise the fact 
that his decision was based more upon public expediency than upon 
the letter of the law. The Supreme-Court took the same- view for

the same reason. The interests of the public at large and thousands 
of individuals would have been adversely affected had the Supreme 
Court declared the. justice courts abolished, hence the court inter- 
posed its authority on rather flimsy grounds to avert something 
very like a disaster. 


Where There's a Will There's a Way. 


State Controller Nye ought, in common .justice to the irrigation 


interests; to give £ ground for judicial interpretation of the objec- 
tion he has raised to accepting bonds of irrigation districts as se- 
curity for public money loaned to banks. The courts alone have 
the power to determine whether his point is well or ill-taken. His 
is not to be blamed for raising the objection, but surely he can find 
a way to have, it judicially tested. In his opinion the law enacted 
last March is in conflict with the clause of the State Constitutipn 
providing for the loan of public funds to banks on certain prescribed 
conditions. That is all right, but how shall the matter be. tested? 
Apparently his refusal to accept irrigation district bonds as valid 
security under the law cannot be made the subject of adjudication, 
but is not possible.to arrange an agreed case that can be presented 
to the courts. He cannot be mandamused for refusing -to accept 
the bonds, but he can be enjoined from accepting them, provided 
the Supreme Court, should declare them to be unacceptable under 
the constitution. It is to.be hoped that he can see his way clear to 
making way for an adjudication of this important question since it 
vitally affects a great pub lie. interest. At present the development 
of irrigation" by community effort is sorely handicapped by .the re- 
fusal of the State .-officers to accept bonds of irrigation districts as 
valid security for trust liunds and public money loaned to banks. 
Surely he does not d_esirji to become obstructionary in'his attitude. 


An impression prevails in some quarters that women will be re- 


quired to pay poll tax ai| a condition for exercising the franchise. 
Such is-not the fact. Tie poll tax-law'only applies to males. Of 
course the Legislature may hereafter require women to pay it, but 
at present the fair sex are exempt from paying poll'tax. The poll 
tax should be either repealed or made to, apply to the right to vote.: 


In a number of States every voter who registers is required to pro- 
duce a receipt showing he has paid.poll tax for the current year. 
This provision of the law eliminates;the floating vote. 


Sacramento ;and Stockton are now connected by trolley line.

At 
least, he proposes to apply popular pressure on Federal Judges, and 
broadly states that it is the duty of (the courts to record the judg- 
ments of the people. Presently we shall be told that Jack Cade was

policy of the Chinese it is Impossible not 
to feel somo_ degree of sympathy, In 
theory. 
If China is to be an indepen- 


dent empire It must ultimately own and 
control Its own resources and public 
works. That goes without saying. And 
the rising popular desire and determina- 
tion to do so must be regarded as the 
manifestation of a commendable .disposi- 
tion, although tho manifestation may bo 
made in an improper way. 
There is, 


however, a grave question as to the 
financial and other ability of China to 
assume- at once the full measure of such 
work, while there can, -of course, he no 
question whatever as to her unavoidable 
obligation in law morals to fulfill what- 
ever engagements with foreign promoters 
she may already have made.

CROPS AND MONEY 


In the last issue of the Saturday Even- 


ing Post there appears some comment on 
the usual relation of money and moving 
crops. The following quotation from that 
comment is pertinent 


"The reason for the higher Autumn rate 


Is, of course, that money is then required 
to move the crops. The .Eastern banks, in 
September and "October, ship nearly two 
and one-half tltnes as much currency as 
they receive. Chicago and St. Louis also 
are then shipping currency Into the coun- 
try at a brisk rate. Reserves fall; Interest 
rates advance. 
Then, money,' 
having 


moved the crops, speedily comes back, 
however. In January and February, .the 
Eastern banks receive two and one-half 
times as much currency as they ship. 
Reserves rise; Interest rates fall." 


As a conclusion, the Post speculates o.s 


to -whether or not Congress will have ,a 
little timo during the coming winter to 
give some attention to tho question of 
currency reform. Just what sort of re-» 
form the Post expects does not appear. 
We should expect^lf It had made this mat- 


ter clear, that, following the usual eastern 
demand, there would have been a call for 
the favorable consideration of the Aldrlch 
plan.. That seems to ba, In the air back 
in that section, and so far as there is ex- 
pression of press sentiment about it, one 
would think it Is the only currency reform 
in sight or discoverable. 


And yet the Post does not 
see the 


necessity for shunting a good part of the 
country's money b'ack and forth with the ' 
changing seasons, while It docs see a great 
many good reasons, so it says, against: 
the practice. 


"We simply have acquired th« habit of 


creating money centers. We first produce 
the wealth that brings the money, and 
then we send the money to financial cen- 
ters, whence.we borrow as we need it for 
the development of further Industry and 
this creation of more wealth. The money 
we get for the crops of one year we send 
to.the same financial centers, and then ws 
boifrow it to move the crops of the fol- 
loiiHng year.. And so, the process goes on 
to i our Joss .and. the money manipulators' 
gain.—Portland Telegram.

TAFT NOT ENJOYING 


OFFICE, HE DECLARES 


Writes of New Era in Customs 


Followed by the U. S. 


Senate. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—The flrst num- 
ber of Senator Cullom's book of per- 
eonal reminiscences has appeared here, 
and has aroused considerable Interest 
because of the viewpoint from; which 
It regards men and Issues that have 
been a part of the political life In 
which he has engaged In the last fifty 
years. 


Colonel Roosevelt Is regarded by 
Senator Cullom's book as the "master 
law enforcer," and Is characterized as 
good material for a Supreme Court 
Justice—as to his Presidential caliber 
the 
book 
Intimates that probably 
President Taft has not enjoyed the 
position. 


LaFolIette and what he terms in- 
surg-ency are described as the creation 
of a third party, and he can see no 
leader of the Republican party in the 
Senate since Senator Aldrich's -with- 
drawal. 


ACCOMPLISHED MUCH. 


Of 
the 
Roosevelt administration 
Senator Cullom says: 


"Colonel 
Roosevelt 
accomplished 
moro In his second term than any oi 
his predecessors; 
more laws were 
enacted—laws of more general benefit 
to the people—and above all, his ad- 
ministration enforced all laws on the 
statute books as they never had been 
enforced before. 
The Sherman anti- 
trust law was a dead letter until 
. Eoosevelt instructed the 
Attorney- 
General to prosecute Its violators. He 
will go down in the history of his 
country as the most remajkable man 
of his day." 


The Senator, ' in saying that he 
doubts that Taft has enjoyed his 
Presidency, adds: 
"I myself always have thought he 
would have made one of our greatest 
chief justices had he been appointed 
to that position." 


He denies that President Taft .was 
responsible for the setback his party 
received In 1910, charging that mis- 
fortune to a, weariness on the part ol 
tho people to Republican prosperity 
and the agitation of the newspapers 
over the Aldrlch-Pavne tariff bill. 
Senator John C. Spooner's resigna- 
tion he attributes to Spooner's em- 
barrassment at the growth in his state 
of what the writer calls "LaFollette- 
ism."

chamber of Senator LaFolIette, says 
the book. This is pointed out in more 
v/ays than one.

Beaser has consulted specialists on thU 
subject, and he was Inforned that hia 
brother .might at the present time b« 
wandering • aimlessly about the country.

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OAKLAND PUBLIC MUSEUM 


IS JUST ONE YEAR OLD 


Curator C. P. Wilcomb Tells How 55,580 


Persons Have Received Pleasure and 


Profit From Visiting Jnstituiwii 


(By C. P. WILCOMB, Curator.) 


October K. marks the close of tlie flrst 


year's activities of 
the Oakland Public 


museum, and as such la a fitting time 
lor a survey of Its work. That the mu- 
seum has proved of both pleasure and 
profit to the citizens of Oakland Is a uni- 
versal verdict, and the .city has every 
reason to be proud of the character of 
the exhibits and the manner of their dis- 
play and maintenance. 


The museum contains fourteen rooms 


filled with rare" and interesting natural 
and historical objects and affords de- 
lightful entertainment as well as Instruc- 
;tion for all. It Is the property of and is 
maintained entirely by the municipality. 


During this flrst year of its existence 


58,580 people have Inspected its collec- 
tions and enjoyed Its privileges, and 146 
Individuals and firms hava contributed 
specimens to tho number of 9088. 


23,117 OBJECTS EXHIBITED. 


Intensive accessions have been made 


to nearly every department, both by.pri- 
donations of public-spirited citizens and 
'by collecting expeditions conducted by 
the curator. At the close of the year the 
collections aggregate 23,117 objects. 


It Is tho desire of the board of directors 


to make the museum valuable as a means 
of education. To this end, flrst, the ex- 
hibits on display or in storage may be 
Inspected by students in systematic man- 
ner, while the curator and assistants are 
'always prepared to explain the articles or 
direct the study of them; second, formal 
lectures are given to school children; 
third, loans of exhibits are made to 
the 


public schools or to others for educa- 
tional purposes. 


A special feature of the work of the 


museum is the system of lectures to 
school children, -which -was inaugurated 
soon after the opening in October, tlie 
Oakland museum .being the first on the 
coast to undertake such work. 


Through the co-operation of Superin- 


tendent McClymonds and . the principals 
of the city schools, classes are brought to 
the museum by their teachers and talks 
arc given by the lecturer, Mrs. D. W. De- 
Veer, on subjects previously arranged for 
by the teachers. The classes are seated 
on benches and folding chairs, placed in, 
the exhibition rooms for the occasion and 
the lectures are Illustrated constantly by 
specimens from the museum collections. 


FORCEFUL TEACHING. 


The method of teaching Is thus made 


exact and forceful because objects han- 
dled or seen by the children while they 
are being explained leave a much more 
'definite 
Impression 
upon 
their minds 


than If the same objects were merely 
hoard or read about; and it is found that 
the teachers unanimously agree as to the 
value of the museum, while tho children 
are entertained as well as instructed. 


Tlie lecture work Is to bo made a per- 


manent feature, and Its scopo will bo en- 
larged as far as possible. An appropria- 
tion has been made by the city for an 
iLUditortum where more pupils can be ac- 
commodated and .where public lectures in 
general may be given. "Work on the au- 
ditorium will Boon be under way. 
c 
During the twelve months 98 lectures 


were given and a total number of 3636 
school children attended. 


Tho curator attended six collecting ex- 


peditions among the California Indians in 
different sections of tho state, -which re- 
sulted In tho addition to the collection of 
mi] eh valuable ethnological material of a 
Idnd that is nearly obsolete, and most of 
which has been already gathered and ab- 
sorbed into museums and private collec- 
tions o£ the east and Europe, or has dis- 
appeared into the graves of the posses- 
sors, for the custom continues with the 
old Indians of destroying or burying with 
the deceased 
all 
personal 
belongings. 


And the younger Indians no longer manu- 
facture 
<jr use articles of a primitive 


character. Hence, it behooves us to lose 
no opportunity to secure all that Is pos- 
slblo before the last of it vanishes for- 
»ver. 


FACTOR IN PROGRESS. 


Tho great influence, encouragement and 


continued public-spirited attitude of our 
mayor, Hon. Frank K. Mott, has been a 
strong factor In the progress, develop- 
ment and success of tho institution. His 
,-unswerving aim has been to provide for 
the public good, and especially to promote 
the educational feature.

salad plants must be thor- 


oughly washed, hut not soaked. Then 
they must be drained and torn, not 
cut, into shreds. Above all, never cut 
up the materials with a steel knife. 
When the shredding is accomplished 
put the whole into a salad basket, or 
into a cloth, and swing thoroughly to 
remove 
the 
superfluous moisture. 


Dressing should be done as near as 
possible to the time when the salad 
is required for the table. 


"Two or three times as much oil as 


vinegar should be employed, and the 
vinegar should be sour wine. The salt 
should be mixed with the vinegar, in 
which it dissolves, and then the vine- 
gar should be added to the oil. 
If 


good oil be beyond the mans of the 
salad-maker, some fat bacon cut into 
very thin shreds and fried till it is just 
.browned will provide the necessary 
fat. 
Cider is frequently used to give 


acidity. ' 


"A good way to flavor with garlic is 


to place a piece of toasted bread in 
the salad bowl; cut a piece of garlic 
and rub the toast with it. That is all. 
You then place the salad on top of the 
break and it acquired just the delicate 
soupcon of garlic whicli is desired."

The advancement which Oakland .has 
made in depending upon herself for many 
things for which, for years, she liad been 
In the habit of looking to San Francisco, 
is noticeable in many ..ways and, in a 
special manner in the matter of amuse- 
ments. Now, thousands' of San Fran- 
ciscans come to Oakland and, especially 
to Idora Park, for entertainment 'day and 
evening. 


It is but a few years, comparatively 


speaking, since H was the practice of the^ 
people of this city to depend almost en-_ 
tirely for theatrical entertainment on the 
city across, the bay.- There Was'a reason, 
for that,-at the time, because the thea-"' 
ters In ; this 'city: were.;_not of ths kind*' 
eithei in size or completeness^ to warrant 
the large theatrical or operatic compa- 
nies to stop over here and give perform- 
ances. As. a consequence,, they went to 
San Francisco', where they were:-assured 
a run, some times.1 extending into weeks, 
ana generally a certainty of., remtinei-a- 
tive business, especially -when .the show 
was possessed of merit and produced by.

EFFECT OF MACDONOUGH OPENING. 


When the. Macdonough Theater. was 


opened to the public, there was misgiving 
on the part of some of the former theat- 
rical managers of. this city, that there
